Dr. Slaughter, of Villa Rica, presided. 
The meeting was addressed by Gens. Wof- 
ford, Colquitt and Gordon, who each in 
turn, contributed to swell the flame already 
lit up in the patriotic. hearts of his hearers. 
Gen. Wofford, we understand. declared his 
intention to abide by the action of the 
Kingston Convention, , before which his 
name will be presented in noniination. 
Gen. Gordon, at the conclusion of an. eJo- 
quent speech, called for a vote, requesting 
all who desired to see Grant elected, to 
hold up their right hands. It must be 
borne in mind that the invitation of 


the meeting had been offered . with- 
out distinction as to party, and that 


many were present who had voted for Re- 


blighting the verdure of its mountains, 
sacking its cities and towns, and driving 
the opponents of its measures into the 
Swamps and waste-places of the land. 
There is a beautiful consistency in the 
conduct of these Radicals. They preach 
fire and brimstone for the South, but take 
care to screen their own devoted heads 
from the scorching flames.
